Washington, 
Aug. 
II.—Captain 
Thomas S. Baldwin made the first offi­ 
cial speed trial of his military dirigl ! 
ble balloon before the army board a» 
Fort Mjer. When within a mile of th« 
finishing line a secondary wire con­ 
necting the coil of the engine with the 
commutator 
broke 
and 
the 
motor 
•topped. 
The 
airship 
waa 
brought 
down in a cornfield and after Mr. Tur­ 
tles repaired the motor the flight was 
continued. 
The 
accident 
prevented 
any possibility of making Hu* speed 
required by the contract, but Captain 
Baldwin lias two more trials in which 
to demonstrate its speed. 
The airship was brought out of the 
balloon tent to the starting point. 
As the time approached for making 
the flight Captain Baldwin expressed 
the opinion that the wind was blowing 
too strong. 
"If it wasn't for the crowd 
that is here and the fact that I said I 
would make the official trial,” he said, 
"I would not go up.” 
Mr. Curtiss was in favor of making 
a flight, though the wind was too 
•trong for a fair speed test. 
Every-; 
thing was made ready and after a 
final inspection by Captain Baldwin, 
Mr. Curtiss, sitting in the forward end, | 
started the motor, while members of

the signal corps balloon squad held 
the ship. 
At a nod from Mr. Curtiss, 
Captain Baldwin gave the order to re­ 
lease the craft and it shot forward as 
though the speed required of it were 
but a trifle. 


One of the Wires Broke. 
The course was the same as that 
traversed in Tuesday s flight, two and 
one-quarter miles to the westward ot 
Fort Myer, in the direction of Falls 
Church, Va. 
The first 
mile and a 
quarter was apparently covered in 
less time than Tuesday. 
It 
was at 
this point that the wire connecting 
the coil of the motor with one of the 
four cylinders broke. 
Running tlie engine with the throe 
remaining cylinders, Mr. Curtiss en­ 
deavored to repair iho break. 
He re­ 
ceived several shocks ot electricity 
from the batteries and had to bite off 
a piece of cord with which to tie the 
wire. 
Tie was compelled to let go of 
the lever with which the plants are 
controlled and as a result the big air­ 
ship pitched and tossed at a height 
®f 300 feet, at times almost standing 
on its nose. 
Despite the danger he 
wfas in, Mr. Curtiss continued to work 
on his motor, while Captain Baldwin, 
in his position at the rear of the 
frame, was unable to be of any as­ 
sistance. 
Just as Captain Baldwin brought the 
ship around at the turning point and 
started back to Fort Myer, Mr. Cur­ 
tiss got Itis engine in working order 
again. 
The distance of two and one- 
quarter miles was made In nine min 
utes and fifty seconds. 
When a mile and an eighth from the 
finishing point the wire connecting the 
coil with the commutator broke and 
as this disconnected all four cylinders 
of the motor, the engine stopped and 
a descent was made in a corn field. 
Nineteen minutes after landing, the 
di^gible again went aloft and com­ 
pleted its trip, making the last mile 
in four minutes. 
It was greeted witJi 
a rousing cheer from the crowd at 
Fort Myer.

Having received assurance that the 
mission was a peaceful one, the air 
resounded with the yells of the trib e s ­ 
men and there was a stamping of 
frenzied feet in war dances and Kakka 
dances.

Turkish Minister at Washington Turns 
Over Property to Successor. 
Washington, Aug. 13.—Mundjl Bey, 
Turkish consul general at New York,1 
is now under the new order of things 
In Turkey acting minister of that 
country to the United States, reliev­ 
ing Mehmed Ali Bey, who was ap­ 
pointed to the post 
under the old 
regime. 
The change in the office took 
place at the legation residence and 
headquarters here, Mehmed Ali Bey I 
turning over io his successor 
the 
seals and other official property of 
the legation. 
The acting minister has! 
secuied office quarters at the High- 
i lands. 
He w ill leave Washington to j 
! resume temporarily his duties in New 
j York, returning to the capital early 
I next week. 
He will divide his time 
j between New York and Washington. 
When Mundjl Bey arrived in the 
city from New' York, after meeting 
the attaches of the legation, the retir­ 
ing minister being kept in his rooms 
by illness, he went with them to the ] 
state department, 
where 
they 
met |

Adee. 
Hater 
the 
acting minister communicated to Mr. 1 
Adee formally the announcement of 
his 
designation 
as 
acting 
minister 
from Turkey. 
The acting minister spent tw’o hours 
at the home of his predecessor while 
the transition in the office was taking 
place. 
Their relations, Mundji Bey 
said, were very friendly. 
The retiring 
minister, he said, felt bitter over his 
recall, declaring himself a Liberal, 
and was in sympathy with the new or­ 
der of things in Turkey. 
IvJuhcTji Rev, 
how'ever, 
stated 
that 
Mehmed 
Ali 
Bey’s recall from his post at Washing­ 
ton was because he belonged to the 
old school In Turkey, was a reaction­ 
ary in principle, and was not in sym­ 
pathy with a constitutional govern­ 
ment. 
Mundji Bey reiterated his for­ 
merly expressed opinion that Izzet 
Pasha, the retiring minister’s father, 
w'as somew'here in the United States.

This was Judge Taft’s genial re­ 
mark In concluding a detailed account 
of his all day conference with Frank 
Vi. 
Hitchcock, 
Republican 
national 
chairman, and Arthur I. Vorys, his 
chief of staff. 
Chairman Hitchcook announced af­ 
ter the first conference, which lasted 
three hours, that Mr. Taft would make 
no speeches outside of Cincinnati dur­ 
ing th© campaign. 
On his way from 
ffot Springs to Cincinnati the last of 
(he month, Mr. Taft will make a side 
trip in Ohio, the arrangements for 
which have been completed, but th© 
detail« are withheld for the present. 
No political speeches will he made on 
tfcie trip. 
It was also announced that 
Mr. Taft would continue the policy of 
not mixing in local political conten­ 
tions in any state or of taking any 
pnrt whatever in behalf of any candi­ 
date for nomination tor a state office. 
This announcement is intended as an 
answer to the demand that Mr. Taft 
decide the merits of the contestants 
in the West Virginia party strife, and 
that he express a preference for or 
against Governor Hughes in the New 
York gubernatorial situation. 
Taking up the narrative of the day's 
work. Mr. Taft said:

of literary and minor matters, will be 
arranged directly between the nation­

Williams. 
Questions of policy will be 
discussed between the committee and 
Arthur I. Vorys. 
"I shall take with me to Cincinnati 
my present office force and shall have 
with me Mr. Vorys and Otis J. Kar- 
ger, who will have charge of publicity, 
besides Mr. Carpenter, my secretary, 
and such additional assistants as may 
be required.”

"I cordially invite help In Hie solu­ 
tion of problems before me whether 
from political supporters or political 
opponents, but when all is said that 
is to be said, and when the time 
conies to act, the decision will be my 
own and I will take the whole re­ 
sponsibility for it. 
The matters to be 
decided have become a part of my 
duty as governor and in performing 
that duty my first concern will be to 
promote Hie cause of good government 
and the we1 fa re of all the people and 
my second concern will be to serve, 
as best I can, tile interests of the po 
litical party of which I am a mem­ 
ber."

BETTER LIFE ON FARMS 


President Roosevelt Plans Fed­ 
eral Uplift For Farmers. 


SUBJECT TO BE JVELL PROBED 


Com m ission Appointed to Investigate 
Social, Sanitary and Economical C o n ­ 
d itio n s— Pleasanter 
Conditions 
as 
Vital as Raising 
Bigger Crops, He 
Contends— Views of Experts. 


W ith a view to bringing about bet­ 
ter social, sanitary and economic con 
ditions on American farms. President 
Roosevelt bas requested four experts 
on country life to m ake on Investiga­ 
tion into the whole m atter and to re 
port to him, with recom m endations for j 
improvements. The report nnd recoin ! 
mendations, with any additional recoin * 
mendations which the president him ­ 
self may desire to make, will be incor­ 
porated in a message which the pres!- j 
dent will send to congress, probably i 
early next year. 
The men President Roosevelt has 
nsked to act as an investigating coin 
m lttee are Professor L. II. Bailey of 
the New York College of Agriculture, 
H enry Wallace of W allace's Farm er, 
Des Moines, la.; P resident Kenyon L. 
Butterfield of the M assachusetts Agri­ 
cultural college, Gifford IMnchot of the 
United States forest reserve and W al­ 
ter II. Page, editor of the W orld’s 
Work, New York. 
In a letter to P ro ­ 
fessor Bailey asking him to accept the 
chairm anship of the commission P re s­ 
ident Roosevelt outlines his desires in 
th e direction of Im provem ents on the 
farm s as follows: 
"No nation h/is ever achieved perm a­ 
n en t greatness unless this greatness 
w as based on the well being of the 
g reat farm er class, the men who live 
on the soil, for It is upon their welfare, 
m aterial and moral, th a t the w elfare 
of the rest of the nation ultimately 
rests. In the United States, disregard­ 
ing certain sections and taking the n a ­ 
tion as a whole, I believe it to he true 
th a t tile farm ers in general are bettor 
oft’ today than they ever were before. 
W e Americans are m aking great prog­ 
ress in tile developm ent of our agricul­ 
tural resources. But it Is equally true 
th a t the social and economic institu­ 
tions of the open country are not keep­ 
ing pace with the development of the 
nation as a whole. 
"The farm er is, as a rule, better off 
than his forbears, but his increase In 
well Doing has not kept pace with th at 
of the country as a whole. 
While the 
condition of tho farm ers in some of 
our hest farm ing regions leaves little 
to be desired, we are far from having 
reached so high a level in all parts of 
the country. 
In portions of the south, 
for example, where the departm ent of 
agriculture, through tile farmers* co­ 
operative dem onstration work of Dr. 
K napp, is directly instructing more 
th an 30,000 farm ers in better methods 
of 
farming 
there 
are 
nevertheless 
much unnecessary suffering and need­ 
less loss of efficiency on the farm. 
A 
physician who is also a c a r c e l student 
of farm life in the south, writing to me 
recently about the enormous percent­ 
age of preventable deaths of children 
due to the insanitary condition of 
certain southern farm s, said: 
" ‘Person/illy, from the health point 
of view, I would prefer to see my own 
daughter, nine years old, at work in a 
cotton mill than have lier live as ten 
a n t on the average southern tenant 
one horse farm. 
This apparently ex­ 
trem e statem ent is based upon actual 
life among bot ii classes of people.’ 
"I doubt if any other nation can 
bear comparison with our own In the 
am ount of attention given by the gov­ 
ernm ent, Dot Ii federal and state, to a g ­ 
ricultural matters. But practically the 
whole of this effort lias hitherto been 
directed toward increasing the produc­ 
tion of crops. Our attention has been 
concentrated alm ost exclusively on get­ 
ting better farming. 
Iii the beginning 
this was unquestionably the right tiling 
to do. 
The farm er m ust first of all 
grow good crops iii order to support 
himself aud his family. But when this 
has been secured the effort for better 
farm ing should cease to stand alone 
and should be accompanied by the ef 
fort for better business aud better liv­ 
ing oil the farm. It is at least as im ­ 
portant that the fa rm e r should get the 
largest possible return in money, com­ 
fort aud social advantages from the 
crops lie grows as th a t lie should get 
the largest return in crops from tho 
land he farms. Agriculture Is not the 
whole of country life. The great rura. 
interests are hum an interests, and good 
crops are of little value to the farm ei 
unless they open the door to a good 
kind of life on the farm . 
"This problem of country life is in 
the truest sense a national problem. In 
an address delivered at the semicen­ 
tennial of the founding of agricultural 
colleges In the United States a year 
ago last May I said: 
" ‘There Is but one person whose 
w elfare is as vital to the welfare of 
the whole country as is th at of tile 
w agew orker who does manual labor, 
and that is the tiller of the soil, the 
farm er, 
lf there is one lesson taught 
by history it Is th a t the perm anent 
greatness of any state must ultimately 
depend more upon the character of its 
Iron ii try population than upon anything 
else. No growth of cities, no growth of 
wealth, can make up for a loss In 
either tile num ber or tile character of 
the farm ing population. 
" ‘The farm grows the raw material 
'o r tile food and clothing of all our

"It Is especially Important that w h a t­ 
ever will serve to prepare country 
children for life on the farm and w h at­ 
ever will brighten home life In the 
country and m ake It richer nnd more

"The president’s appointm ent of this 
commission,” he said, "m arks the in­ 
auguration of the third of his great 
policies, the central idea of which is 
to see to it th at we have not only bet­ 
ter crops, but also better, happier, more 
contented and more efficient men and

to be made so profitable and attractive 
th a t the farm ers’ boys and girls will 
be ambitious to spend their lives on 
the farm .” 
H enry Wallace, named by President 
Roosevelt to serve on a commission to 
investigate farm ing conditions iii the 
United States, is heartily In sym pathy 
with the investigation. 
"The farm ers of America.” he said, 
"constitute the most im portant class of 
American citizens. They are the origi­ 
nal producers, and everything th a t per 
tains to farm ing is of vital Importance 
I to the future welfare and prosperity of 
the country. 
It is from this great 
farm ing class that leaders In indus­ 
trial, financial and political walks arise. 
They are the basis of our national 
progress. Everything that can be done 
for their w elfare is for the future up­ 
building of America.”
